Synopsis: Update reflecting changes in the gaming industry, as 
well as a short synopsis of any investigations involving offshore’ 
1-800 bookmaking operations and/or gambling on the Internet, 
within the Milwaukee division. 


Details: The state of Wisconsin currently allows dog racing, a 
state lottery, charitable gaming (raffles and bingo), and Indian 
Reservation gaming. 


The Wisconsin Gaming Commission (WGC) came into 
existence on 10/01/1992 for the purpose of coordinating and 
regulating all gaming activities and promulgating all rules 
relating to legal gambling in Wisconsin. 


The WGC was subsequently dissolved, with the 
responsibility for the oversight and regulation of gambling 
activities in the state being delegated as follows: 


The responsibility for the state lottery now falls 
under the Department of Revenue. The responsibility for other

Popular Spot for the Mob 


Reports that Chicago mob fig- 
ures have enjoyed the seclusion 
of Wisconsin’s green spots are 
not new. 

Among them: 

M Capone had an elegant 
200-acre estate in Couderay, 
Wis., in Sawyer County. 





The place, held in his lawyer's 
name, gave him a North Woods 
retreat until he went to prison in 
the early 1930s for income tax 
evasion. 

M Joseph Ferriola, once the re- 

uted crime boss of Chicago, 
had ties to a secluded lakefront 
estate in Green Lake County. 

Chicago area crime figures 
had at least one meeting in the 
home, police sources said. 

The home was put up for sale 
in 1988, and Ferriola died the 
following year, at age 61, in a 
hospital in Houston. | 


GiInfelice, the friend of Mal- 
tese and reputedly once the boss 
of a violent, multimillion-dollar 
gambling rin, based in Cicero, 
reportedly had ownership in 
two condominiums around Lake 
Geneva, -government lawyers 
had alleged. 

Infelice,“now 75, in 1992 was 
slapped with a 63-year prison . 
term and is behind bars. | 

_@ Allen Dorfman, a-Teamsters 
Union ‘lawyer and underworld 
associate, for years had a fishing 
and hunting lodge near Eagle 
River.

Dorfman died in a gangland- 
style slaying in 1983 in the park- 
ing lot of a suburban Chicago 
restaurant.

tencing for conspiring to bribe a 
U.S. senator and for defrauding 
a pension fund.

Pembine — Closé your eyes 
to imagine the rat-a-tat of ma- 
chine guns fired by Al Capone’s 
henchmen as the boss boozed 
the night away at the Four Sea- 
sons Club in Marinette County. 
` ' "Area residents are resurrect- 
ing stories of Chicagö gangsters 
vacationing in this densely for- 
ested section of northern Wis- 
consin in the 1930s. The memo- 
ries surfaced when authorities 
this week linked the resort to an 
FBI investigation into insurance 
fraud and money laundering in 
Cicero, a Chicago suburb that 
was Capone’s headquarters. 

Local residents have gossiped 
about the property from the

Flanked by concrete statues of 
partially clothed women, the

“When the new people took 
over and put millions of dollars 
into fixing up the the place, 
none of us could figur 
where they could get that kind 
of money,” said Dorothy 
McCorkle, 76, a lifelong resi- 
dent. “We've all been ‘suspi- 
cious. We thought something 
was fishy.” ue ae ae

revealed Four Seasons’ troubles, 
McCorkle said friends phoned 
her to discuss the latest scandal 
late into the night. |

Four Seasons ` co-owner 
Bonnie LaGiglio, a Chicago resi- 
dent who runs the business with 
her husband, John, said resi- 
dents didn’t know much about 
the resort because most of them 
have never been in it.
